DOWN IN THE TUBE 

The E Train was shaking from side to side on 
Friday and when the engineers stopped it and 
had a quick look at it in the Hampton Bays 
station, they found that Governor Chris Christie 
was dancing in the aisle in the caboose. He 
was out here for the Harlem in the Hamptons 
fundraiser. He’s quite the accomplished dancer. 
Who knew? In another incident, comedian Louis 
C. K. was seen trying to take the train past its 
final stop in Sag Harbor to Shelter Island. It just 
doesn’t go there. 


CROWDS 

So many people rode the subway last week 
that passageways became very difficult to 
negotiate. As a result, management has installed 
NO LEFT TURN signs at the tops of all the 
escalators that lead to the street so we can keep 
the crowds moving so as not to get caught in 


any sidewalk lane crossing situation. We also 
took delivery of six new subway cars one month 
early and put them into service. All six of the 
trains moving at any one time are now eight cars 
long instead of seven. Trains stop twice at the 
stations. Once to load and unload the first car, 
then 20 feet further up to load and unload the 
last car. 


WEDDING RING DRAMA 
A woman whose name is being withheld got into 
a yelling match with her husband as the train 
left Amagansett bound for Montauk, pulled off 
her wedding ring and threw it out the window 
and onto the tracks. 

Having soon gotten over her anger, she made 
quite a commotion by the time the train got to 
Montauk and wanted her ring back. This did 
not delay service, but within the hour a subway 
employee hopped down between trains and 
retrieved a wedding ring in the tunnel 200 yards 
east of Amagansett, which the woman then 
claimed was not hers. We are now being told she 
has written an accusatory letter about us to the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority, which oversees 
Hamptons Subway, even though the ring we got 


for her was twice as valuable as the one she 
threw overboard. 


OLD MEN’S ROOM FOUND 

As you probably know, the Hamptons Subway 
was built in 1932 with building materials 
stolen by contractor Ivan Kratz, who was 
building an extension of the Lexington Line in 
Manhattan and ordered double what he needed. 
Found out, and with the feds hot on his 
trail, he scrammed with the loot and put it into 
a secret subway system in the Hamptons where 
no one would find it. The roof of the 
Sag Harbor station was uncovered when 
workmen were digging out toxic dirt from a 
Superfund site in that town in 1997. The rest 
is history. 

But now there is more history. Many 
underground warehouses accessible from the 
tunnels remain unexplored, and last week one of 
them was foundtohavecustomer bathrooms. The 
“Ladies” was normal. But the “Men’s” had eight 
urinals, five for “Whites,” one for “Blacks,” one 
for “Jews” and one for “Entertainers.” Hamptons 
Subway is considering what to do now.

OPEN BORDERS CAUSE CONSTERNATION 

After receiving an overwhelming number of 
panicked reports about outsiders walking 
the local streets and driving cars with out-of- 
state plates, law enforcement officials over 
the weekend confirmed what has long been 
suspected: There exist several access points 
on the western edge of the island where non- 
residents can more or less come and go as they 
please. According to the police report, there are 
“numerous bridges where relatively unimpeded 
access to the island is possible,” as well as “at 
least two known tunnel complexes wide enough 
to allow passage of automobile traffic into the 
heavily urbanized far west of the island.” Police 
additionally disclosed that the ongoing efforts 
to prevent people from crossing to the island 
on the several rail connections have met with 
“limited success,” and that additional outsiders 
seem to be making there way here on boats. 
Police were forced to acknowledge that the 
closing off of all access points to the area was 
unlikely “for the foreseeable future.” One irate 
caller put it bluntly: “You’d think if they can’t 
prevent these people from crossing over, at 
least they could charge some kind of toll or fee!” 


HAMPTONS PHOTO ID TO BE REQUIRED 

Officials have begun the rollout of the new 
photo ID card that will soon be required to 
prove Hamptons status. Officials announced 
that “in order to comply with the Hamptons 
mandate of distinguishing between insiders and 
outsiders for the purposes of treating outsiders 
differently and thus maintaining our reputation 
for exclusivity, it is necessary to be able to 
distinguish easily and quickly those who belong 
and those who do not.” Per the new rules, the 
only people guaranteed an ID are those who 
have lived east of the Shinnecock Canal from 
birth. Non-natives who have lived east of the 
canal for over 10 years will be entitled to qualify 
for the ID by passing an examination. Examinees 
will be required to answer questions like “How 
much would you have paid for your house in 
1972?” or “How much money would you have 
now if you had invested in Bridgehampton 
potato fields in 1963?” Cardholders will be 
allowed to “act in a superior manner” to non- 
cardholders without provocation.

o the citizens of the Hamptons: 
As you may know, the new Mayor of 
New York, Bill de Blasio, has announced a 
crackdown on the people who dress up as 
superheroes or cartoon characters in Times 


Square to panhandle the tourists. Elmos 


demand cash for having their pictures taken. A 
Little Bo Peep will dance for money. But it has 
gotten out of hand. A Spider-Man, for example, 
was arrested three weeks ago for fighting with 
the police in response to a complaint. A Cookie 
Monster was arrested and later convicted of 
harassment for reportedly groping a woman. 
Other impersonators, dressing up as the Statue 
of Liberty, as President Obama, as Minnie 
Mouse or Donald Duck, will politely allow a 
tourist to take their picture with, for example, 
the tourist’s daughter, but afterwards will 
demand that they be paid. 

The Mayor believes this behavior is not 


good for the City of New York. His police are 
making arrests. Separating the wheat from the 
chaff. And, at the present time, his City Council 
is considering regulations that would include 
licensing those who wish to impersonate in 
Times Square. 

Alarmingly, here in the Hamptons, Mayor 
Priestly has informed me that some of these 
costumed impersonators, apparently as a 
result of being driven out of Times Square, 
are increasingly appearing on the Main Streets 
of the Hamptons dressed up not as cartoon 
characters or superheroes, but as celebrities.

He seemed at first to be offering this 
for free, but then afterwards, with his hand 
out, he demanded cash. Another, in Montauk, 
dressed as Mick Jagger, was seen doing the 
same thing on East Lake Drive in front of 
the Crabby Cowboy Café.

Mayor Priestly has asked me to 
issue an alert to all local residents, 
summer people and tourists who 
might read this to call 911 if you see 
someone impersonating a celebrity 
in the Hamptons. I also want to 
urge you to not take matters into 
your own hands. Do not grab the 
hair of the rubber mask of someone 
impersonating Howard Stern, for 
example, and try to pull it off. 

Unlike in Manhattan, where there 
are no superheroes or cartoon 
characters actually there, there are 
real celebrities going about their 
business here in the Hamptons. 
Christie Brinkley is sometimes seen at the 
Candy Kitchen in Bridgehampton.

Seafood Market. Mel Brooks might be pumping 
his own gas at the Hess Station on County 
Road 39. Billy Joel might be out on the beach in 
Sagaponack, surfcasting. 

The trouble is that sometimes it can be very 
hard to tell the real thing from the impersonators. 
Look for telltale signs. Bill Clinton, for example, 
is six foot two. If you see a Bill Clinton who is 
five foot seven, you can assume that this is not 
the real Bill Clinton. Madonna is a horsewoman

and is sometimes seen riding at one of the local 
stables. So if you see a Madonna hanging onto a 
horse’s mane for dear life as he roars off at a full 
gallop, that is not Madonna. Steven Spielberg 
speaks in a clear baritone. If you hear him 
speaking in a high squeaky voice with a foreign 
accent, that is not Steven Spielberg. 

In particular, do not be fooled by zippers in 
the back. Many celebrities, particularly women, 
wear clothing with a zipper in the back. For 
example, Beyoncé has been seen out here 
wearing a dress with a zipper in the back. So 
if you try to “unzip” a perpetrator, you might 


be unzipping the real thing. This could get you 


in serious, serious trouble—even 
more trouble than if you were an 
impersonator.

Impersonators will be bundled into the back 
of police cars and driven out of town. The real 
celebrities will be given a knowing smile, a wink 
and a little bow to urge them to continue to go 
about their business. 

Again, if you believe you are looking at an 
impersonator, call 911. Do not take matters into

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The Badonkadonk Caper, a Planet Disappears & Kudos to a Village

A Long Island fire department volunteer 
by the name of Beatrice Lozada was awarded 
$60,000 by a judge because during her time 
at the firehouse the firemen teased her about 
having a big butt. 

“I have a very big butt and they would make a 
lot of comments about that,” she told The New 
York Post. 

She said that one of the higher-ups, a 
lieutenant, would repeatedly slap her on the 
butt and say “badonkadonk.” Others, seeing 
this lieutenant do that, also said badonkadonk. 
She said this was crude and insulting. 

“It made me feel powerless,” said Lozada. 

I know it’s not a good idea to slap women on the 
butt, even when everybody’s horsing around, 
but I never knew the word “badonkadonk” had 
anything to do with women. | had heard it used, 
but I thought it was some dumb word, like, a 
tennis ball hits you in the head and you say 
“badonkadonk.” 

I’ve asked my wife if she ever heard the word, 
and she said she hadn’t heard it used at all. | 
asked others and they also said they had not 
heard of it. 


Turns out it does have a meaning. In the Urban 
Dictionary of definitions that the Division of 
Human Rights used to help make the judgment, 
it means “extremely curvaceous female behind.” 

But that is an insult? 

One wonders if the lieutenant or his underlings 
knew that was an insulting remark to make 
to a woman. But certainly Lozada considered 
it an insult and so did Administrative Law 
Judge Robert Tuosto when he checked with the 
Division of Human Rights, which is the division 
to which Lozada filed her complaint.

Between them, play 
checkers, keep your head down and never say 
the word badonkadonk. 


GOLDILOCKS PLANET NOT THERE 

Here’s some really bad news for folks who 
have their fingers crossed that there are 
other planets out among the stars that we 
can flee to once global warming makes Earth 
uninhabitable. (Or if we can tame the earth we 
can have some other folks on other planets we 
can talk to about it.) 

Two planets we thought were like Earth and 
not very far away from us (just 20 million light 
years, just down the block) turn out not to be 
planets at all. 

Apparently, the scientists, eager to become 
heroes two years ago when they stumbled upon 
these planets, didn’t consider all the data. 

The planets in question have not yet been 
named. But they had been found—it was 
thought—orbiting a dwarf star called Gliese 
581. Now it turns out it was just Gliese 581 
emitting some sort of occasional bursts of gas 
that made these errant (Cont'd on next page) 
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scientists think that. 

Gliese 581, like all stars, emits all sorts of 
things, including a kind of magnetic signature. 
With other stars, the signature is a steady thing, 
which, if blocked by a planet passing in front 
of it while that one side is facing the earth, can 
appear to change. 

It is that change that allows scientists to 
predict the existence of a planet, which although 
unable to be seen with a telescope, might, if 
following a certain pattern, cause us to believe 
that it is a “Goldilocks” pianet where there is 
water, mountains, oceans, ice and so forth and 
so on, like ours. 

In this case, however, an assistant professor 
of astronomy and astrophysics at Penn State 
named Suvrath Mahadevan, working with a

postdoctoral fellow named Paul Robertson, has 
been able to explain that what appear to be 
proof of two planets circling Gliese 581 are just 
in fact burps and farts being emitted by that 
star that we should have realized were what we 
were observing. 

“In the search for low-mass _ planets,” 
Mahadevan told the website Science Post, 
“accounting for the subtle signature of magnetics 
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events in the star is as important as obtaining 
the highest possible Doppler precision.” 

“While it is unfortunate to find that two such 
promising planets do not exist,” said Robertson, 
“we feel that the results of this study will 
ultimately lead to more Earth-like planets.” 

In recent days many _ social media 
commentators have been suggesting that those 
originally touting these so-called planets as 
planets were just seeking the headlines and 
what does that mean for the science business— 
do we report everything, or do we wait for the 
final word to come in? 

Meanwhile, if you listen very closely, you will 
hear a sigh of relief from the aliens on these two 
planets who don’t get along with one another 
and are grateful they don’t now have to concern 
themselves with some new aliens on Earth 
butting into their affairs. 


WONDERFUL PURCHASE 

Last week, East Hampton Village voted to 
purchase the James Lane property of Olney 
Mairs “Bill” Gardiner in that village for 
$9.6 million. This is the best thing that has 
happened to this historic village in years. There 
are three historic wooden windmills on Main 
Street, East Hampton. Two are on public greens, 
one at the village-owned triangle by North Main 
Street at the east end of town, the second 
on the village-owned Mulford Farm property 
opposite the cemetery, pond and town green 
by the library at the west end of town and the 
third, tucked away on James Lane, across from 
Town Pond on this nearly four-acre farm owned 
by Olney Mairs Gardiner. 

East Hampton prides itself as one of the most 
beautiful villages in America. It’s old elm trees 
hang over the broad Main Street and Woods 
Lane, the old Clinton Academy is fully restored, 
as are many of the other historic buildings on 
Main Street, and the village green at the eastern 
end of town has expanded with the purchase 
of the old Mark R. Buick car dealership from 
Generosa Ammon (after the murder of her 
husband more than 10 years ago). After that 
purchase, the village tore down the dealership 
building, and it is now an extended part of the 
green at the east end of town. 

And now the western end of Main Street 
has this major historic improvement. The 
Gardiner farmhouse is a historic structure and 
the Gardiner family is the founding family in 
the town. The family has owned the private 
Gardiner’s Island since 1639, and most of the 
Gardiners are buried in the cemetery across the 
street. One house was a “summer White House” 
during the Presidency of James Tyler. 

Most important is the saving of the Gardiner 
Mill. It is one of the very last of our 11 windmills 
here on the East End, still in private hands. And 
now it is just a short walk from “Home Sweet 
Home,” and the windmill there, the Mulford 
Farm—often the site of fairs and _ historic 
military encampments—and, just across the 
street, 60 feet away, Town Pond. 

The East Hampton Library had its ribbon 
cutting for the new children’s wing across 
the way and, further down Main Street, the 
Thomas Moran home, the fabulous Victorian 
structure built by this nationally known 
artist at the turn of the 20th century, 
continues toward the completion of its full 
restoration. @&

‘The Invasion of the Giant Telephone Poles and How It ped.

he Hamptons has been doing a very good 

job of keeping its heritage alive in its 
downtowns. Where western Long Island .has 
20th century towns with shopping malls, 
superhighways and big box stores, our towns 
are historic old New England towns from the 
1640s, with village greens, windmills, town 
ponds and beautiful white churches. The oldest, 
Southampton and Southold, were both founded 
in 1640, not long after the pilgrims landed at 
Plymouth Rock. East Hampton was founded 
in 1648. 

For years now, East Hampton has successfully 
chased away every effort to build large malls 
and shopping centers. The proposals come, 
the townspeople oppose it, the town or 
village fathers meet, pass new laws, enforce 
old ones and, eventually, get the developers 
to understand they are not wanted here. 
Southampton six years ago successfully chased 


away LIPA, the power company here at the 


time, which wanted to build 60-foot tall utility 
poles for four miles through residential Scuttle 
Hole Road. Instead, LIPA met with officials and 
an agreement was reached to instead put the 
needed new cables underground. The added 
cost was about $11 million, to be paid by 
affected residents living east of the Shinnecock 
Canal through a special assessment charge. 
The secret of our communities’ success in 
chasing away awful things has been due to 
the slowness of both the applicants and the 
towns. The projects proposed are pondered 
over sometimes for years. There is time to 
gather the opposition to them. In particular, 
the telephone poles proposed down Scuttle 
Hole Road were on the table for over a year 
before the agreement was reached. And that 
was because LIPA was particularly slow and 
inept. Indeed, LIPA was so slow and inept that 
it could not provide the trucks, workmen, 
power lines and service to keep blackouts from 
happening in the area even during the slightest 
storm. It got so bad—some complaints were not 


dealt with for months, if ever—that eventually 
Governor Cuomo ordered LIPA’s service arm 
to be taken over by a private power company 
based in New Jersey, PSEG, which has been 
quick off the mark in keeping power coming to 
residential areas in all the markets it serves. 

The change was dramatic. Late one night, 
during a storm, | followed an old LIPA truck 
around as the driver and two workmen drove 
at 10.miles and hour with the flashers on and 
used flashlights to try to find the break that had 
caused the power outage along Abraham’s Path. 
I was so incensed at watching this completely 
outdated approach to a power outage situation 
that I pulled over and asked them why they 
didn’t just call headquarters and have the 
computer tell them where it had gone out. 
They told me they still use clipboards, pencils 
and telephones and nobody knows where the 
power is off until somebody calls it in. 

The day after PSEG Long Island took over, on 
January 1, I got, as a customer, an email telling 
me they would be all over (Cont'd on next page) 
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our area fixing things up and it would be a new 
day. Power outages were over. And so far, they 
are. It seemed that the next day teams of PSEG 
employees were out in their trucks everywhere. 
Once, in a driving rain, I saw them out at the 
utility poles, fixing this and that. I thought, 
driving by with my head down, that’s a good 
way to get electrocuted. 

What we also have now since PSEG took 
over is a disastrous and outrageous situation 
in East Hampton for six miles, where, almost 
overnight this past spring, PSEG installed the 
same sort of utility poles as in Southampton, 
without practically anybody noticing until the 
work was underway. The monster poles start 
at the Montauk Highway electric power station 
by the old bowling alley, go down Gingerbread 


What the Village and Town should 
have done was say, “Hold on here, 
can we have a better look at this?

Lane, across King Street, up through narrow 
McGuirk Street, across Osborne and Cedar 
Streets, continue along the North Main Street 
shopping area recently decked out with 
benches, brickwork and flowerpots, and then 
go along Town Lane to Amagansett. 

It’s a six-mile route, not unlike what was done 
in Southampton. But it is a disgrace. These 
heavy lines should have been underground as 
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was worked out in Southampton. Instead, here 
they are. Massive poles bursting through a 
colonial town, destroying its heritage, replacing 
poles half that size. 

I think there are two things that have caused 
this. One is that unlike any other corporate 
entities that have done business around here, 
PSEG operates at high speed—and, considering 
Sandy and other problems, we are glad of 
it. They took over on January 1, 2014 and 
within days had crews out, putting in the first 
of what they said would be more than 200 
giant utility poles between East Hampton and 
Amagansett. The paperwork seemed to be in 
order. Their army was out. The job was well 
underway before any organized defense could 
be mustered against it. 

“We are hitting the ground running,” the 
President of PSEG Long Island said at the time 
they took over. 

The second thing is that the Village of 
East Hampton had never seen any operation 
like this. and was caught flat-footed. Village 


_ Administrator Larry Cantwell had left his post 


after 20 years on the job, to be replaced by new 
Village Administrator Becky Molinaro in August 
of 2013. There had been a proposal presented 
to the Village before Cantwell left. Cantwell 
told me he asked them to provide a proposal 
to put the lines underground. But then he left 
and went on vacation. Molinaro, new to the job, 
got a revised proposal but still the poles would 
be going above ground. There was a sketch of 
where they would all go. Molinaro, who | also 
spoke to, consulted the other board members. 
The money was in hand. The need to stop 
power outages was dire. The power company 
had all the permissions, just needing that of 
the Village. The Village had a small notice 
put in the paper that there would be a public 
hearing. Hardly anybody showed to object. The 
project zipped through and was approved and 
underway almost before the ink was dry. 

Also during this time, while Cantwell was off 
on vacation (he would become Town Supervisor 
on January 1, 2014), the members of the Town 
were approached by the power company. All 
had been approved by the Village. All the 
power company needed from the Town was 
permission to break ground along the roads. 
The Town signed on and PSEG, now in charge, 
hit the ground running as they said they would. 

What the Village and the Town should 
have done was say, “Hold on here, can we 
have a better look at this? Sixty feet tall? 
Are you kidding me? Send a copy of this to 
the Architectural Review Board, to the Ladies 
Village Improvement Society, to the Nature 
Conservancy, to the East Hampton Historical 
Society, to the Town Trustees.” But they didn’t. 

Too late, the Town, now with Town Supervisor 
Cantwell at the helm, got a stop-work order. A 
three-month window to file objections had 
closed. The work began again. And now it’s 
practically done. 

Can six miles of power lines be put 
underground at this point? Of course they can. 
And they should. There’s already a model of 
how to do that. 

The battle has been lost, but the war is not 
over. There will be a public hearing about all 
this, with PSEG present, on August 26 at the 
East Hampton Firehouse on Cedar Street at

the end of the day we’re all patients. We’re all 
loved ones.” The UZIT program has been a part 
of Southampton Hospital since 2009. 

Trained Urban Zen Integrative Therapists 
employ yoga therapy, Reiki, essential oil 
therapy, nutrition and contemplative care to 
treat the wellbeing of the body as a whole. 
Patients are given information on the program 


- upon admittance to Southampton Hospital. | 


Those who aren’t in the hospital can drop in 
to one of the Urban Zen classes at Yoga Shanti. 

“We need to up the game, take care of 
the faculty, admins, these are the tools that 
make so much of a difference,” says Rodney. 
Patients who have opted into the program have 
reported decreased anxiety, more regular sleep 
schedules and better pain management, among 
other benefits. 

“For Rodney and me, [having the program at 
Southampton Hospital] is so beautiful because 
it’s our community,” says Colleen. “We get direct 
feedback, so we can really see the impact.” 

The program, which is available to people 
at the hospital free of charge, is funded by 
Karan and her Urban Zen Foundation, outside 
donations and matching donations from 
Southampton Hospital—this is why events like 
the one at the Parrish are so important to 
UZIT’s sustainability. The ultimate goal, as 
Rodney outlines, is that enough research on 
the program will be done to have it deemed an 
integral part of the hospital, and eventually to 
have the hospital fund it. 

Thus far, the marriage of eastern healing 
techniques with western medicine has been 
both effective and well-received. “Patients 
have reported reduced stress and an overall 
improved sense of well-being during the course 
of pre-surgical care and recovery or treatment 
for medical illness,” says Fred Weinbaum, MD 
Executive Vice President for Operations and 
Chief Medical Officer of the UZIT program.

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Nazi Saboteurs Land in East Hampton! 


BY JOAN BAUM 


hough 2014 marks the 100th anniversary 


of the start of World War I, the number of 


books and movies still coming out on World 
War Il, the so-called “Good War”—the last multi- 
nation conflict to inspire patriotic songs and 
victory posters—continues to attract major 
attention, especially the early years, when 
intrigue and espionage first caught the popular 
imagination. This was before the full horror 
of Hitler’s juggernaut would indelibly impress 
itself upon the world. 

Enter “Saboteurs Land in Amagansett,” The 
East Hampton Historical Society’s new exhibit 
at Clinton Academy Museum. It marks June 
13, 1942, when four German saboteurs landed 
on a foggy Amagansett beach at midnight. 
It’s quite a story, including a U-boat getting 
stuck on a sandbar (the German sub came 
within a few hundred yards of shore), the 
burying of explosives and clothing on the 
beach (inexplicably, one of two shovels was 
left in the sand!) and the actions of an alert 
21-year-old coastguardsman, John Cullen, on 
patrol. Cullen saw some of the men, one of 
whom tried to bribe him with $250 to say they 
were fishermen. The men carried cash that 
in today’s dollars would be the equivalent 
of $2,100,000. 

The exhibit, an attractive display. of 
newspaper articles, artifacts and photographic 
memorabilia about that landing and the flight 
and capture of the men, also concentrates on 


the significance of subsequent events—their 
military tribunal in Washington, D.C. that led 
to a landmark Supreme Court decision denying 
the writ of habeas corpus and trial by jury. A 
two-minute video accompanying the exhibit

shows the growing influence of the FBI as a 
result of the event, and wall displays highlight 
the spirited response of Americans to support 
the war effort and be alert. Local residents 
will especially be pleased to see photos of

the Amagansett Life Saving Station before and 
shortly after it had been retired in 1938 (one 
photo goes back to the mid 19th century), and 
then, of course, pictures of the station when it 
was re-commissioned for the U.S. Coast Guard, 
at the start of WWII. 

Drawing on materials in the EHHS archives, 
as well as on special collections including the 
FDR Presidential Library in Hyde Park, NY 
and contributions from local residents such as 
the Barnes family (Warren Barnes was Chief 
Boatswain’s Mate at the time), curator Liz Neill, 
assisted by EHHS Executive Director Richard 
Barons, has put together an informal, easy- 


to-follow, eye-catching exhibit. Visitors are 
greeted by two life-size figures in replica coast 
guard uniforms. Along the walls of the Academy 
newspaper blowups recreate local scenes of the 
early 20th century, and mounted text panels 
clearly describe how “the mundane and the 
mildly inconvenient” living that characterized 
East Hampton Town before 1941 took on a 
dramatic shift with the discovery of “Operation 
Pastorius.” The Nazi operation was named 
for Franz Daniel Pastorius, founder of 
Germantown, PA. 

George Dasch, one of the saboteurs who 
turned government witness, thought that by

assisting the FBI he would be regarded as an 
American hero. Later, it would be claimed 
that he was an American counterspy. Unlike 
the other Nazis who were electrocuted, 
Dasch and Ernest Peter Burger—who also 
surrendered to the FBl—were deported to 
Germany. ga

ctor Jerry O’Connell, who starred with 
River Phoenix in the film Stand by Me, 
later in Jerry Maguire opposite Tom Cruise 


films and TV shows, grew up in Montauk, 
spending every summer in his family’s home 
for all the 40 years of his life. He will be back in 
his beloved Montauk next week at the family 
manse on East Lake Drive through Labor Day. 

While here, on Friday, August 22, he 
performs at the John Drew Theater, joining 
with Alec Baldwin, Tony Danza, Susan Lucci, 


excerpts of other people’s autobiographies in 
the comedy titled “Celebrity Autobiography,” 
put together by its creator Eugene Pack five 
years ago. All the words, every one, were 
written by celebrities about themselves, now 
to be spoken aloud by other celebrities. 
O’Connell has seen the show performed 
by other readers in the past. His favorite, 
he says, was when Alec Baldwin read the 
autobiography of Eminem two years ago.

He was born and raised in Manhattan. His 
mother was an art teacher at public schools. 
His father was an artist at an ad agency in 
Manhattan who liked to-go fishing out at 
Montauk. From his earliest days, Jerry was 
taken along with his parents to Montauk. At 
first they stayed at an oceanfront motel called 
the Maisonettes (still there). Then the family 
bought a summer house in the old town 
section of Montauk, between the railroad 
station and the Montaukett, up the hill to the 
north. 

“We didn’t drive out. We’d come out on the 
Long Island Rail Road,” Jerry told me. “And 
then we walked from the train to our summer 
home. My earliest memories are of climbing 
down to the beach at Fort Pond Bay, driving 


- a jeep through the rumrunner roads in Hither 


Woods, climbing around on the old abandoned 
Air Force base, playing miniature golf at Puff ’n’ 
Putt, eating at John’s Drive Inn.” 

Later, his father fulfilled a dream by buying a 
big waterfront house on East Lake Drive in that 
town. 

Today Jerry O’Connell has a wife, who is a 
former model, and twin daughters, who are five. 

“My kids’ favorite place to eat is the Crabby 
Cowboy Café in Montauk. Everywhere else they 
eat, they compare it to the Crabby Cowboy. 
They think dining at the Crabby Cowboy is like 
dining at the Four Seasons.” 

Jerry is re-imagining himself as a responsible 
adult. It is not easy.

snuck up on me. It just hit me in the back of the 
head one day.” Bohs 

He came late to it. He was 33 when he got 
married. Before that, he was just a boy. A boy 
with irrepressible energy. 

It was first noticed when he was six. They 
didn’t call it that. At PS 51 in Greenwich Village, 
they called it being a hyperactive child. 

~ “Tl was always the kid getting in trouble. They 
told me to sit on my hands. Don’t give this kid 
any more sugar.” 

He never adapted. He found a world that would 
adapt to him and applaud his hyperactivity. 

“I was raised in a very free environment 
at home with my mom and dad. This was in 
Greenwich Village in the late 1970s. I had a very 
determined mother. She took me to ballet class. 
I studied sword fighting. They took me to acting 
class at Banks Street. I was exposed to all sorts 
of things.” 

O’Connell discovered his calling at acting 
class. He was nine. “In acting class,” he told 


me, “they don’t ask you to calm down. They 

celebrate that you are hyperactive. It’s a law.” 

How easy was this? 

When he was 10, his father did the creative 
work at the ad agency for a chocolate chip 
cookie TV commercial. The commercial called 
for a 10-year-old kid to eat the chocolate chip 
cookies. 

“They needed a kid and my dad said | 
have just the kid. I became the kid eating the 
cookies. They were Duncan Hines cookies. 
They don’t make them any more. I hope my 
performance didn’t cause that. We shot the 
spot over and over. I ate 20 cookies. Then | 
ate another 20.” 

“| imagine the first 20 tasted good,” | said, 
“but then the second 20, not so good.” 

“Nope,” he told me. “The first 20 were great. 
And the second 20 were great. I'd have kept 
going if they'd wanted me to.” 

This commercial launched his acting career. 
He was applauded for his performance. And 
then his mother and father suggested that 
when casting calls came up at a studio in 
Manhattan where they were looking for a kid 
his age for a movie, he go to them. He went. 

“My family was very pessimistic. I think it’s 
a trait of being Irish. We expect the worst. So 
we are always pleasantly surprised.” 

So he expected the worst, and in 1983 got 
the part of Vern, the goofy kid among the four 
friends who have this fantastic adventure 
trying to locate a dead body in the woods in 
Stand by Me. He was 11. 

“I suspect your parents were proud,” | 
suggested. 

“Not at all,” he said. “My father told me that 
if this film gets completed, don’t tell anybody. 
At the agency where he worked, many of 
his fellow workers wrote film scripts. Some 
of them were actually made. But none were 
ever released. He said, I don’t want to hurt 
my colleagues’ feelings, so don’t go around 
parading that you're in this film, because 
it’s never going to be released either. So 
forget it.” 

He forgot it. Then it became a big hit. It 
was based on a novella by Stephen King and 

Kiefer Sutherland had a role in it. It earned an 
Academy Award nomination. River Phoenix’s 
career began here. And so did O’Connell’s. 

“So I didn’t tell anybody. I heard it was a hit 
when I was on the beach in Montauk with one of 
my best friends, Paul Thomson, also 11. He told 
me I was famous. That’s how I heard about it.” 

He was in a film when he was 14. It was the 
starring role in My Secret Identity, which came 
out in 1988. 

Out of junior high school, Jerry auditioned to 
go to La Guardia, the city’s best film school, but 
he didn’t get in. 

“I secretly hate them to this day for that,” he 
said. 

He applied to and was accepted at the 
Professional Children’s School on 60th Street 
between 9th and 10th Avenues. “Famous for 
alumni Milton Berle and Celeste Holmes.” 

After high school, he went to the Tisch School 
to study film at NYU, but never graduated. 
But that was because he (Cont'd on next page) 
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didn’t make many films. 

“You had to buy the film and developing 
chemicals for the film you made in school to 
get a degree in filmmaking. This was a very 
expensive proposition back them, and I didn’t 
have any money. I opted for a word processor 
and paper. Much cheaper. My degree is a BFA 
in Creative Writing.” 

At 19 he starred in The Ranger, the Cook 
and a Hole in the Sky. He starred in Calendar 
Girl, also at 19. At 21 he played opposite 
Tom Cruise in Jerry Maguire. He’s appeared in 
the Brian De Palmas film Mission to Mars, in 
Scream 2, and he began a six-year run in the 
TV series Sliders for Fox, where he ape ee a 
young physicist. 

“This was way-out different from what | 
usually did,” he told me. “But it worked.” 

“What kind of physicist?” I asked. 

“Quantum physics.” 

“Who was your favorite actor to work with?” 
I asked. 

“?'d say Alan Rickman. He was an Englishman 
I worked with in a Broadway show called 
Seminar, whose run ended in May two years 
ago. A real gentleman. After it was over, the 
cast voted to hold the cast party at my family’s 
house in Montauk without telling me. But it was 
great. 

“We caught clams in the bay. We barbecued 
on the deck. We made linguini with clam sauce. 
Kids and grandkids running around. What a 
time.” 

Jerry had a role in the movie Piranha, made 


for Dimension Pictures, a Weinstein company. 
But he really didn’t want to talk about it. “It’s 
not Oscar bait. It’s a campy horror movie. I get 
bit by the piranha in a place you don’t want to 
know.” 

“I don’t.” 

“We spent a hot winter filming this in Arizona 
on the banks of Lake Havasu.” 

Jerry remembered more from his childhood. 

“When I was in my early 20s, I’d come out to 
Montauk from the city on Friday aboard the 
railroad train they called the Cannonball. It 
was packed with people. We’d sit in the parlor 
cars on the floor and meet girls. We’d exchange 
cards and phone numbers. This was before cell 
phones. 


“We’d go surfcasting in Fort Pond Bay out by 


the hanger docks. A typical day would be a hot 
dog from this old lady called Beach Dog Mary, 
who had a trailer at the beach. I surf but never 
got serious about it. | got up too late every 
morning to surf in the glass calm of dawn. | 
loved the nightlife. Stay up late, sleep late.” 

He passed the Suffolk County Lifeguard 
test at Jones Beach but never took a 
job lifeguarding. 

“I just wanted to see if I could do it.” 

He participated in the annual Drambuie Pursuit 
in Inverness Scotland one year, just to see if he 
could do it. It included an archery contest, 
kayaking, a castle run, boating, mountain biking, 
rock-climbing, rafting, cross-country biking, off- 
road buggy riding and canoeing. He was 35. 

He met his future wife—model and actress 


Rebecca Romijn (most famous for playing 
Mystique in the X-Men films and Alexis Meade 
in the Ugly Betty TV series)—in 2005 in the 
Bellagio in Las Vegas at a party. Two years 
later, he married her in a surprise backyard 
ceremony that 100 family members and 
friends attended thinking they were coming to 
a barbecue. 

“We bonded over calamari at Harvest [on Fort 
Pond] in Montauk. I have a great photo of us 
together, driving around in my dad’s old 1980s 
Chrysler LeBaron convertible.” 

He takes his girls to the Pathfinder Day Camp 
in Montauk in the summertime. 

“A friend from childhood, Ray Wojtusiak, is 
the director. It’s a great camp. It’s filled with 
wonderful activities. | pick up the girls and 
they are so happy and tired that when they get 
home, after they eat, they go right to sleep.” 

Like it or not, world, Jerry O’Connell is

Glasses-Free Computing?

While handheld projectors are nothing new, 
the TouchPico from TouchJet has something that 
most handheld projectors lack—the ability to be 
a touchscreen as well.

If you ever 
owned one of those super-classy high-end Vertu 
phones of the late ’90s and early ’00s, you have 
him to thank for it. The base-model M1 Core 
is stainless-steel with a rubber band, though

The M1 Limited, on the 
other hand, comes in either a rose gold case 
with a blue crocodile strap, or a black case 
with a matching black steel band. They work 
with both Android and iOS, with a pretty decent 
amount of customizability. The monochrome 
screen ensures good battery life and readability 
even in bright light. The Meta M1 Core retails for 
between $249 and $349, depending on options, 
and the M1 Limited is $399 (Rose Gold/Blue) or

Now, the East Hampton charity is banking on donations and T-shirt 
sales online to make up the difference. 

The Clamshell Foundation first formed 23 years ago and was named 
in honor of the fishermen who make their livelihood from the water off 
the coast of Long Island’s East End. Contributions to the charity help 
fund local food banks, college scholarships and holiday meal programs 
for senior citizens, among many others. 

“The community’s support is needed now more than ever,” Rossetti 
Perchik, Clamshell Foundation founder and CEO said. “Every grant we 
make is used to benefit the people, programs and projects here on the 
East End.” And, according to Perchik, since the sandcastle contest was 
rained out, “Making those grants is a problem we haven’t faced before.” 

The foundation will only be able to support those in need as long 
as donors can make up the deficit caused by canceling this year’s 
sandcastle contest. One way to do this, Perchik says, is by purchasing 
T-shirts that were supposed to be sold at the contest. Available on the 
Clamshell Foundation’s website for $25, each shirt sports a picture 
of the beach with the words “23rd Annual East Hampton Sandcastle 
Contest” drawn in the sand. 

While it might seem odd to buy a shirt for an event that never 
happened, consider all the merchandise that is made each year for 
events that never occurred or sports teams that didn’t win—and how 
often you see people wearing them with pride.

LaValle Announces 
NY State Fishing 
Contest, Amends 
License Transfers 


NEW YORK: Senator Ken LaValle 
has announced a new statewide 
fishing contest for anglers. The 
contest, #IFISHNY, challenges 
both saltwater and fresh-water 
anglers throughout New York 
State to show off their prize 
largemouth bass and striped bass 
catches through the New York 
Fishing, Hunting & Wildlife phone 
app. 

“The East End of Long Island 
is home to the best fishermen in 
New York. I’m hopeful that our 
anglers enter and are successful 
in the #IFISHNY Challenge,” 
LaValle, of Port Jefferson, said in a 
statement released from his office. 

The New York State Department 
of Environmental Conservation 
(DEC) will award free lifetime 
fishing licenses to whoever 
catches the longest largemouth 
bass and striped bass. 

Runners-up in each of the 
DEC’s seven “Watchable Wildlife 
Regions” throughout the 
state (Long Island, New York 
City, Catskills, Hudson Valley, 
Adirondacks, Central New York 
and Western New York) will be 
awarded other prizes, including 
a B.A.S.S. gift basket with a year’s 
subscription to Bassmaster 
magazine, Taste NY gift baskets, 
and DEC Watchable Wildlife 
Guides and Conservationist 
magazine subscriptions, among 
other goodies. 

In other state fishing news, 

a new bill amending the DEC’s 
ability to transfer fishing licenses 
was signed into law Tuesday. 

The bill, proposed by LaValle, 
allows the DEC to transfer certain 
commercial fishing licenses to 
immediate family members in 
cases where a license holder dies 
prior to transferring his license. 

Prior to LaValle’s bill, the 
state’s definition of “immediate 
family” only allowed licenses to be 
transferred to immediate family 
members who lived in the same 
house as the license holder. Now, 
family members will be eligible to 
receive a transferred license even 
if they don’t currently live in the 
same household.

End and insiders and casual 

observers alike watched the local real estate market 

move right along with the rising mercury. Now that 

the numbers for the first half of 2014 have been 

accumulated and analyzed, it seems that refrain will 
continue across the Hamptons and North Fork. 

“My favorite part of statistics is that they don’t 
lie and they have no opinions—they are merely the 
numbers as they are recorded,” says Town and 
Country Real Estate CEO Judi Desiderio. “That 
said, the first half of 2014 was the best market 
since the Great Recession hit. We are not yet at 
pre-recession levels but are steadily climbing.” 

Properties both renowned and relatively new 
made headlines in the first two quarters. Wooldon 
Manor in Southampton, which ranked as the 
biggest deal of 2013, went back on the market, 
with Harald Grant and Edward Petrie of Sotheby’s 
and Tim Davis of Corcoran (who handled last 
year’s sale) and sold once more. One of the priciest 
properties ever in Noyak (left) was on the market 
just a month when Alan Schnurman of Saunders 
moved it for more than its $13 million asking price. 
Yes, the numbers are impressive. When put against 
the first half of 2013, the Hamptons enjoyed a 21% 
increase in the number of home sales and a 24% 
rise in total home sales volume. The 700 total sales 
for the second quarter were the most since the 786 
in the second quarter of 2005. 

“The first half of 2014 proved to be strong in 
both the Hamptons and the North Fork, with the 
North Fork emerging as a powerhouse market in 
terms of rising sales volume and housing prices,” 
says Douglas Elliman CEO Dottie Herman. “The 
Hamptons has always been in style and that’s not 
going away any time soon, but now the North Fork 
is really coming into its own. It’s en vogue to have 
a house there, whether seasonally or year-round.” 

On the North Fork, the median price was up 
3.9% from Q2 of 2013, and average price jumped 
4.1%. In the first half of 2014, six North Fork homes 
sold in the $2 million to $3.49 million price range—a 
500% increase year over year.

Fork continues to gain notoriety and popularity. 
People are coming to realize that when It comes 
to purchasing a country house or beach house on 
the East End, the North Fork offers an alternative to 
the Hamptons that many had previously not been 
aware of.

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HOME IMPROVEMENTS 


f you plan to do a home improvement project, 
creating that dwelling of your dreams there 
will certainly be enough on your mind without 
having to worry about the legal issues that 
can arise when dealing with everything from 
contractor licensing and deadlines to permits and 
personal injury. Here is your reference guide to 
avoid litigation while getting the job done: 


Materials and Specifications 


Vague instructions will result in missed 
expectations. A construction contract must detail 
the precise quality of materials (i.e. make and 
model number) to be utilized. To illustrate, calling 
for hardwood floors is not enough nor is calling 
for oak hardwood floors. Instead, the grade of 
that hardwood should be material to the contract 
and a failure to set forth your expectations in your 
construction contract will result in your expectations 
being missed, with fighting to ensue. 


Change Orders 


A change order refers to a modification to the 
scope of work that was first agreed upon by the 
homeowner and the contractor. Such a change 
order will change the cost of the project and the

completion date. Many times these change orders 
are agreed to verbally and off the cuff, frequently 
resulting in litigation. Change orders should 
be agreed upon by following a predetermined 
procedure that is called for in the construction 
contract. Remember, a change order is a 
modification to your contract. 


Deadlines and Consequential Damages 


Most contractors utilize a standard AIA (American 
Institute of Architects) Contract in their dealings. 
This contract waives all claims by homeowners 
for loss of use aS a Consequence of a contractor’s 
missed construction deadlines. So, owners 
should either renegotiate this key term by way of 
what is called a liquidated damages clause (i.e. 
a predetermined sum of damages per day for 
missed deadlines) or they should instead purchase 
adequate insurance (i.e. loss of use coverage) 
in order to afford the cost of suitable alternative 
housing rental expenses (i.e. hotel) or to provide 
lost profits if it’s a rental property. 


Contractor Licensing 


Suffolk County requires (Code Chapter 563) 
licensing for all home improvement contractors. 


In the Townships of Southampton (Code Chapter 
143), East Hampton (Code Chapter 156) and 
Shelter Island (Code Chapter 79) the Suffolk County 
license requirement is inapplicable, but, instead, 
there are town specific licenses that are required. 
Make sure your home improvement contractor is 
licensed prior to starting the job. When unlicensed, 
courts will not enforce a contractor’s claim for 
payments called for under the construction 
contract for work performed, nor is a mechanic’s 
lien available. 


Permits and Certificate of Occupancy (CO) 


Before work begins, make sure a building permit 
is obtained. Municipal (town/village) codes broadly 
result in architects, contractors, surveyors, tenants, 
lessees, Owners and agents all facing liability for 
the failure to obtain such a permit. Additionally, 
and upon completion of a project, ensure that a 
new Certificate of Occupancy (a.k.a. Certificate of 
Compliance) is issued by the municipality, which 
certifies that the construction was completed in 
conformity with local laws. Beyond fines, one can 
face jail time for failure to obtain both a permit and

anew CO. Additionally, municipalities often require 
that construction violating its code be corrected or 
abated (think teardown). 


Contractual Statutory Requirements 


New York Law (General Business Law § 771) 
requires home improvement contracts to be in 
writing and signed by all parties. Additionally, the 
name, address, telephone number and license 
number of the contractor are required. The law 
also deals with such topics as progress payments, 
statutory cancellation rights, lien law notices, 
project schedules and much more. Make sure your 
contract complies with the statute. 


Workers’ Personal Injuries 


New York Law (Labor Law § 200, 240 & 241) 
places a nondelegable duty on owners to provide 
proper protection for worker safety at construction 
sites. However, one- and two-family-home owners 
are exempted from this liability so long as they do 
not direct or control the work. Homeowners wishing 
to avoid liability should not supervise the method 
or manner of the work and should instead limit 
their involvement at the project to only instructions 
about aesthetic design and the provision of general 
supervision. Nonetheless, rental properties are not

so exempt from liability and consequently rental 
property Owners can and should be intimately 
involved in the construction project to mitigate 
liability exposure. 


Mechanic’s Liens 


Those who furnish labor and/or materials 
to a construction project have a right to file a 
mechanic’s lien with respect to their payment for 
such labor and/or materials. A mechanic’s lien 
renders the sale of a home generally unavailable 
(it’s unmarketable) and the lien also enables the 
lienor to institute a foreclosure proceeding on the 
property to force payment. Also, no provision in 
a construction contract can waive this right of a 
contractor, subcontractor or materialman to file and 
foreclose upon a mechanic’s lien, as the same is 
void as against public policy under New York law 
(Lien Law § 34). 


Allocating Responsibility 


New York law (General Obligations Law § 
5-322.1) voids any construction contract that 
indemnifies or holds harmless a party for his own 
acts of negligence (i.e. can’t require contractor 
to hold owner harmless for injuries to persons or 
require subcontractor to hold general contractor 


harmless for such injuries). However, requiring the 
procurement of insurance coverage is permissible. 
So, homeowners should negotiate being named 
as an additional insured to a contractor’s general 
liability insurance coverage in order to mitigate 
exposure (i.e. think subcontractor slipping on 
wet floor). 


Adequate Insurance Coverage 


General liability insurance provides coverage for 
accidental occurrence of bodily injury or property 
damage incident to the construction project. Yet, 
such a policy typically excludes coverage for 
faulty workmanship, negligent professional design 
services and property damage that occurs once the 
job is completed. What about the contractor going 
bankrupt and being unable to pay subcontractors? 
How about environmental pollutants requiring 
modifications to the scope of the project or 
substantial delay? It’s imperative that a homeowner 
understands the insurance provided, its occurrence 
limits, deductible and exclusions prior to retaining a 
contractor to start construction. m

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t’s not easy to establish a “first,” particularly 
in the Hamptons real estate market. But easy 
isn’t what Southampton architect Richard 
Stott, AIA, LEEDAP, had in mind when he 
set to work designing a unique spec house in 
Sagaponack that could wind up changine the way 
you look at home design and construction. Truth 
be told, the interest isn’t in creating something first, 
but in making something that will last. 

Employing a menagerie of energy-efficient 
materials and an environmentally conscious 
approach spurred by his passion for our planet 
and study of modern building science, Stott has 
designed one of the only homes of its kind at its 
size (7500 square feet) not only on the East End 
but maybe anywhere on Long Island, particularly 
when the standard is meeting and exceeding 
guidelines set by LEED (Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design)—an aspect of the United 
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States Green Building Council that provides rating 
systems for buildings. 

“Within those rating systems there’s typically 
five sustainable categories,” says Stott, the LEED 
accredited founder of Stott Architecture. “The first 
one begins with the way the site is selected and 
how close it is to public transportation and public 
recreation, whether it is a brownfield development 
or whether it’s a virgin property—all those things 
have points and scores behind them. So the idea 
behind the LEED program is to do the best you can 
in terms of the environment to get the most points 
and get the best rating, to prove to your public or 
your homeowner or whoever your client is that this 
project was built to specific sustainable standards.” 

With such standards in mind, Stott’s creation 
is constructed using modern building science 
including Structural Insulated Panels (SIPS) for 
the wall and the roof. In addition to being a LEED 


Certified home it will also be a candidate for the 
following additional third-party ratings: Department 
of Energy (DOE) Challenge Home; NAHB National 
Green Building Standard; DOE—Indoor Air Plus; 
and DOE—Water Sense Program. 

The underlying philosophy emulates the approach 
that has already taken hold in Europe, particularly 
Germany, where homes are constructed under 
codes that require they be passively controlled, “so 
if their power shuts down completely people can 
still stay in their homes, that they can still generate 
enough heat and electricity to use their houses,” 
Stott explains. “And that’s code. 

“We still build houses with wood frames,” he 
continues. “That’s okay, it’s worked for a long time, 
but everything has changed. Our lifestyles have 
changed to the point that we don’t use houses in 
the same way, so why build them the same way?”

Anyone who has endured a hot sticky day in the 
Hamptons knows, for example, that air conditioning 
is a major component of home ownership that 
didn’t exist across the board even a generation 
ago. It is as much a part of a home here as the 
walls and roof. Yet introduce cool air into a home 
and then have it mix with that humid air entering 
through leaks in the home, and “what happens?” 
Stott asks. “It condenses water out. Almost 
everyone on the East End has a mold problem.” 

That’s just one of the issues his design addresses 
everywhere from the foundation materials—a pre- 
manufactured foundation wall system that comes 
off the truck with an R21 rating (“In other words,” 
Stott explains, “these foundation walls have an 
insulation rating of R21; a poured foundation has 
an insulation rating of 1.”)—to the magnesium oxide 
SIPS used for the exterior to the metal-skin SIPS 
panel system on the roof to the energy recovery 
ventilators that will make sure fresh air flows in and 
out at the right temperature no matter the season. 
This particular property, in terms of energy use 
alone, “will be 37% more energy efficient than a 
house exactly the same size and volume built to 
standard code,” Stott says with no small measure 
of pride. But the true impact must weigh other 
factors of East End living, particularly with a home 
of this size, which is three times the size of an 
average 2,500-square-foot American home. 

“When homes get this large, they also have other 
accouterments,” Stott notes. “They have swimming 
pools or koi ponds with filter pumps and lots of 
other kinds of energy-consuming amenities—as 
well as the need for a staff to help keep all these 
properties going: people to trim the hedges, mow 
the lawn, keep the gardens, care for the kids, fix 
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the gates, and lots of additional things. So another 


aspect of this house is that we tried to keep it very 
simple. It’s built in the woods, there’s not a huge 
landscape plan or landscape budget-—it’s really 
very simple and sort of celebrates the woods rather 
than cut them down to plant gardens and lawns. 
And now we don’t need a huge task force to come 
and support that, we reduce the carbon footprint 
involved in getting all those people to and from the 
site, the traffic issues that develop on the East End 
because we live in an estate section that demands 
that kind of support....” 

His excitement is palpable as he puts the 
potential gains out there. Of course, creating 
confortable, healthy homes that also use energy 
efficiently is great, but they also must appeal to the 
marketplace on an aesthetic level. 

“The house is build on a relatively flat site in 
the woods, so the idea behind the design was 
to give the house some topography, to pretend 
it's on a Mountain. So we carved out the ground 
and made a subterranean courtyard that’s open 
to the basement level of the house, which is a 
finished space now, because we can get sunlight 
down there. The way the house is oriented, and 
faces south—as the sun moves through the sky, 
especially in the wintertime, the angle of the sun is 
lower on the horizon, So we can get sun to bounce 
off glass on the south side and kind of back in under 
the covered areas of the south-side courtyard. In 
December, there’s light coming in through the glass 
windows and going all the way across the floor to 
the north wall, and in the summertime when the 
sun is at its highest, the glass on the south side is 
completely shaded. 

“That’s the concept behind passive design,” he 
says, “and that’s how we can make use of the 


sun’s energy without any kind of active systems or 
solar —just take the sun’s rays to heat up the house 
during the daytime, and then by using ultra-efficient 
windows and doors that lose very little heat, we 
can maintain that heat so it doesn’t radiate back 
out to the night sky.” 

There is a tangible energy as he describes how 
function and form work in concert. “Almost every 
room in this house has a cathedral open-air ceiling, 
daylight galore coming through the gable ends. The 
gable ends are constructed using a product called 
Kalwall, which is a translucent insulated panel. It’s 
similar to the SIPS panels, but instead of foam 
inside there’s a series of polycarbonate panels 
that keep the air separated, so those numerous air 
barriers provide an insulation value but still allow 
light to come through.” 

Stott almost glows with delight, describing this. 
“And at nighttime, the gables allow light to pass 
from the inside back out again, so in designing the 
exterior features we make it really pretty so that 
when it lights up, it looks nice. This house looks like 
a big lantern at night.” 

Everything must work in concert if environmental 
design is to gain a larger foothold. No one element 
of a home, indoor or out, utilitarian or decorative, 
exists in a vacuum, not even in the early stages. 
“It’s a complete concept. In terms of community 
planning, it’s like the idea of complete streets —the 
street is not just something for cars, it’s something 
that we all use, pedestrians and bicycles and 
automobiles and storefronts, so the streets are 
designed for the total community. The LEED 
program is designed as a total concept for the 
development for any building, so all the aspects of 
sustainability in the categories of site development, 
energy use, indoor air quality, water use, and 
waste water as well, landscaping—we want to be 
sure there are indigenous plants and not invasive 
species that come in and take over, or plants that 
require a huge amount of maintenance or a huge 
amount of water—all these things are part of the 
plan. The better you do with all of things, the more 
points you get.” 

The “green” movement has been afoot for 
enough time, one might think, that the kind of 
thinking behind plastic-bag bans and all the talk 
of the benefits of local sourcing and farm-to-table 
dining would have permeated the homes we live 
in. Not so, Stott says, despite its presence in pop 
cultural and governmental speak from the federal 
to the local level. 

“| call it green-washing. It’s a sales tool, it’s 
a marketing tool, people talk about green this 
and green that. | don’t even like the word,” he 
goes on. “Sustainability is a more valuable word. 
What's sustainable? Is the wealth on the East 
End sustainable? Are these estates sustainable? 
They’re really powered by money—they’re not 
powered by logic, not powered by the concept of 
sustainability. There’s something else driving it. So 
this kind of development makes much more sense 
to me.” &

What to do with 
your collection? 

Maybe you could store it 
in a natural cave like they 
sometimes do in California, 
but good luck finding a 
natural cave on the East End. You could take a 
chance and store it unenclosed in your basement, 
but you wouldn’t have precise control over the 
climate. And you can’t simply stick the wine in 
your refrigerator, as they dry things out and tend to 
vibrate, which disturbs the vino. 

“In order that the wine age well, you have to keep 
it at 53-54 degrees,” Wolffer Estate winemaker 
and partner Roman Roth explains. “Even 
more importantly, the temperature needs to be 
consistent. Otherwise, the corks will expand and 
contract and allow oxygen into the bottle and harm 
the wine.” Light can also affect wine, Roth adds, so 
any storage area should remain dark most of the 
time. Humidity also needs to be controlled, as a dry 
atmosphere might dry out those corks.

What’s an oenophile to do? 
Enter the wine cellar. 

As the East End has become an increasingly 
popular destination for wine lovers, a wine cellar has 
become an increasingly necessary feature of East 
End homes. And while a wine cellar doesn’t always 
need to be a luxurious affair, Hamptons and North 
Fork wine enthusiasts have frequently responded to 
champagne problems with champagne solutions. 
From straightforward purposes—controlled 
temperature and humidity, limited light exposure, 
storage space—has sprung a multitude of beautiful 
wine-cellar designs and arrangements. 

Peter Cimino, the owner of North Fork Wine 
Cellar Designs, who has been designing and 
installing wine cellars across the East End for 
more than nine years, concurs with Roth as he 
emphasizes the utility of the cellar above al other 
aspects. Luxury features like dramatic lighting 
or custom racking are fun and allow you to bring 
design creativity and personality to what might 
otherwise be just a storage center, but temperature 
is the key to building any kind of wine cellar. 

“A properly built cellar holds temperature well,” 
Cimino says. “When you first get all of your wine 
in there and begin to cool the space, it takes 
a long time to bring the temp down as you cool 
the air, the walls, the floor, the glass bottles and 
finally the wine,” he says. “Once you get it down, 
though, it should hold without too much additional 
refrigeration.”

The utilitarian aspects of accommodating and 
preserving wine are, of course, of paramount 
concern in a wine cellar, but many wine cellars 
in the Hamptons and on the North Fork look so 
inviting that it would seem tragic if you couldn’t 
spend some time inside, admiring the various 
vintages, maybe pouring a glass or two—hey, why 
not sit down to a gourmet meal while you’re there, 
your onw wine list within reach? Indeed, some wine 
cellars have been constructed to accommodate 
parties that would make some regular dining rooms 
jealous, but “hanging out in a wine cellar is not to 
everyone’s taste,” cautions Cimino. 

Cimino designs the refrigerators in his cellars 
to be strong enough to withstand the body heat 
of one or two people, but warns that anybody 
sitting in a wine cellar has to be prepared to have 
“pretty cold air blowing on them as the refrigerators 
work to hold temperature.” As an alternative, 
comfortable tasting rooms can be built adjoining 
a wine cellar, where people can enjoy their wine 
without shivering, and with additional refrigerators 
to bring white wine down to its recommended 
drinking temperature. 

As for Roth, he’s all about hanging out in a wine 
cellar. He regards them as a sanctuary, even if he 
has to keep his coat on. 

“There should be really nice chairs to sit on, it 
should be quiet and peaceful—no distractions, no 
WiFi—and you should have a candle burning. Wine 
wants its peace.” mm

Ne York Times food and wine columnist and 
cookbook author Florence Fabricant aka “Flo 
Fab” is “thrilled and a little overwhelmed” to be 
honored at Dan’s Harvest East End celebration on 
Saturday, August 23. Fabricant has been spending 
time on the East End since she was an adolescent 
and she now owns a home in East Hampton. She 
has been an advocate of Long Island wine since the 
1970s. North Fork wines made by Alex and Louisa 
Hargraves were the first Fabricant sampled—and she 
was hooked. 

What are some of her favorite Long Island wines 
today? She begins, “I love W6lffer rosé,” and then 
goes on to rattle off a list of stand-outs: Bedell 
Cellars’ blends, Corey Creek Vineyards’ rosé, 
Channing Daughters Winery’s Tocai Friulano, Lieb

Cellars, Lenz Winery, Paumanok Vineyard’s cab 
franc. And adds, “Id love to see more local wines on 
local restaurants’ wine lists and in Brooklyn and New 
York. They’re not cheap because of the real estate 
situation, more should be done to encourage them.” 

She’s most looking forward to trying wines that 
she’s never had before at the Harvest celebration— 
though she asserts that she’d like to see Long 
Island wineries focus on particular wines. She 
applauds the hard work and experimentation 
going on but says, “A sense of local identity is 
missing; if you can do everything it disputes the 
notion of terroir.” 

Fabricant’s 11th cookbook, Wine with Food, Pairing 
Notes and Recipes from the New York Times (Rizzoli), 
written with fellow New York Times columnist Eric 
Asimov, was released earlier this year. Wine with 
Food is an expansive collection of suggested wine 
pairings, featuring details about 
particular wines coupled with 


Fabricant’s famous recipes. 
Some examples include: 
German Spatlese  Rieslings 


and Moroccan Carrot Soup; 
Cotes du Rhone and Black 


and Basil; Valpolicella and 
Arctic Char with Prosciutto. 
These suggested pairings 
are outstanding both in their 
erudition and in Fabricant’s 
flowing, yet highly detailed, 
recipe style—but it’s not 
intimidating. To quote a popular 
axiom—it’s not rocket surgery. 
In the book’s introduction, 
Fabricant reassures readers, 


Olive Gnocchi with Tomatoes - 


“Selecting a dish to 
accompany a particular 
wine, or category of 
wines, is not like falling 
in love. It’s more like 
friending on Facebook... 
rarely, if ever, is there a 
single dish that can flatter 
a wine to the exclusion of 
all others.” 

In addition to her works 
in print, Fabricant is an accomplished interviewer 
whose popular series at Guild Hall, “Stirring the Pot: 
Conversations with Culinary Celebrities,” has been 
going strong for four years. 

Her most recent interviewee, on August 17, was 
Martha Stewart. Next up will be Chef Daniel Boulud 
on August 31. She says that she still has a long 
list of interview subjects in mind. When asked 
who some of her dream guests—living or dead— 
would be, she named French culinary luminary 
Jean Anthelme Brillat-Savarin, British food writer 
Elizabeth David and Francophile American President 
Thomas Jefferson. 

What is Fabricant cooking in her East Hampton 
kitchen these days? “Seafood: striped bass, blue fish, 
I’m a big promoter of porgies and blow fish tails!” She 
often shops for local seafood at the Seafood Shop in 
Wainscott. 

Fabricant was mum on what her next book—already 
in the works—will be about. But I'll buy it! ga.

Exploring Americana Retro in Montauk

Mi ontauk has an old soul. As the farthest east 
you can go, “The End,” as it’s affectionately 
called, demands a slower pace, a backward glance. 

Two unique boutique stores in Montauk pay 
their respects to that vibe, carefully and creatively 
stocking their stores with merchandise that has a 
history and a life. 

Whoa Nellie Retro 

Linda Seaton started Whoa Nellie Retro after 9/11 
took away the secure feeling she had in her previous 
career as a corporate flight attendant. She was living 
in East Quogue but was in private jets to Hong Kong 
for Tommy Hilfiger for up to three weeks at a time. 

“It was exciting but exhausting work, and after 
the trauma in the city I just wanted to capture 
some innocence I felt had been lost,” she says. “I 
had always loved Americana curios from fairs and 
circuses and antique stores, so my vision was to 
open a store to capture that lost childhood feeling.” 

She also met her future husband John around 
that time. He was an architect who was looking for a 
change as well. Together they scoured estate sales, 
yard sales and other places to find unusual items. 

“‘’'m drawn to colorful things, carnivals, Coney 
Island, fairs. I also like things from the 1950s, Bakelite 
jewelry, flags and toys. We were in Jamesport for 
seven years when we heard about the space on Main 
Street in Montauk and felt like it was a perfect next 
move. I use a 1920s cash register and just have the 
store stocked in a bit of a jumble. [ like the intimacy 


of it, I don’t want it to feel 
like an organized corporate 
chain store.” 

“The store really appeals 
to all ages, "Seaton says. “I 
like that kids get to learn 
about toys from generations 
ago, and their parents get 
to relive things from their 
childhood. People ask lots of 
questions and I love to teach 
them.”

Bob Melet started an 


antiques store when he _ WhoaNellie Retro, Main Street in Montauk 


was in his 20s and was soon 

working for Ralph Lauren as Vintage Buyer for the 
RL Label. Melet struck out on his own in 2003. He has 
a showroom in Manhattan and has had a seasonal 
Montauk outpost in an industrial area of “The End” 
since 2009. It’s in a gritty area of the town, but the 
location only adds to the intrigue.

The Hit Men to Hit Guild Hall Aug. 25

@@ Oh, What A Night” this will be. The five-man 
' group—known as The Hit Men since 2010 
(though each member ‘has been a hit music man on 
his own for decades, making music with, and for, 
some of the biggest names in the business—Frankie 
Valli & The Four Seasons, Carly Simon, Elton John, 
Barry Manilow, Carole King, Sting, Cat Stevens and 
Paul McCartney, among others)—will be rocking 
Guild Hall on August 25. In the words of Hit Men 
founder Lee Shapiro (former member of The Four 
Seasons), they'll be “making magic;” turning 60- and 
70-somethings into 23-year-olds. He guarantees it: 
“the audience is gonna leave happier and younger.” 
And if they’re already young? Well, that’s because 
someone older probably introduced them to Hit 
Men classics, especially “December 1963 (Oh What 
a Night),” which has become a kind of anthem for 
the group, with Gerry Polci (formerly of The Four 
Seasons) once again doing lead vocals. Check out 
the YouTube video of this Four Seasons billboard hit 
of decades ago: it’s registered over 2.3 million hits. 
The Hit Men group is barely four years old. 
[The name] “Hit Men? Well, yeah, we’re from New 
Jersey,” Shapiro laughs. But here’s an unusual 
feature: each member of The Hit Men—Jimmy 
Ryan, Larry Gates and Russ Velazquez, along with 
Shapiro and Polci—boasts multiple talents. They’re 
not just superb performers with longtime careers, 
they were—and still are—composers, arrangers, 


producers and teachers. And, 
just as importantly, they’re 
exemplary as colleagues and 
friends. As Shapiro says, when 
he started out at the age of 
19 with Valli, who was 38 at 
the time, ego understandably 
ruled—everyone wanted to 
do solo. It was “I, I, I’. Now, 
to his great delight, it’s “we.” 
Their harmonies are genuine, 
their music authentic. As 
Shapiro notes, The Hit Men are 
not a “tribute band,” a group 
that names itself after a group 
it admires (for example, Hotel 
California, in tribute to the Eagles, 
or A Hard Day’s Night, in tribute to The Beatles). The 
Hit Men are what they were. 

The Hit Men love to perform, and do about 60 
performances a year. Shapiro and Polci left The Four 
Seasons 41 years ago “to make our own individual 
ways.” The hit-record period had crested—time to 
move on. But a few years ago, Shapiro says, he felt 
the pull of the past, and no doubt the extraordinary 
success: of the award-winning Broadway musical, 
Jersey Boys, got him to wondering: could a couple 
of the original “Boys” get back together again, 
joined by longtime, multi-talented musician friends 
Jimmy Ryan (lead guitarist and founder of The 
Critters), Larry Gates and Russ Velazquez? As

“Oh what a night” it will be! 


Shapiro recalls, Polci said “OK, 
let’s do a rehearsal and see how 
it goes, but it’s gotta be great.” 
They hadn’t played together 
for 35 years, but after a few 
notes, Shapiro knew: “Polch, 
we can do this, we are gonna 
be great.” The rehearsal ended. 
There was an eerie silence, and 
then they giggled, “This is too 
} scool, I remember this.” And 
=so do audiences. Everywhere 
éthey perform, Shapiro points 
gout, people come up asking 
8 for signed CDs.

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Box Art Auction for East End Hospice

The annual Box Art Auction 
benefitting East End Hospice 
is now in its 14th year. Local 
artists interpret small boxes 
that are then auctioned 
off and taken home by the 
highest bidders. It’s the 
longest-running East End art 
auction with a single artistic 
theme, according to Benefit

This is not to suggest that this year’s event has 
no logistical alterations: there are not only more 
artists participating (95) but more new artists as 
well. Moreover, a few participants have contributed 
work, which is quite different from past years. Yet 
continuity reins, with signature pieces predominating. 
As always, all the work is imaginative, well-crafted 
and a labor of love. 

The cigar and wine boxes cover a wide range of 
styles. There’s Pop Art, executed by Archie comics 
legend Stan Goldberg who created a pre-Archie 
comic book series of images that is both original 
(from actual 1940/50s publications) and also hand- 
painted on the box’s lid. Stephanie Reit’s fantasy- 
like piece, with an odd-shaped animal and a glass- 
enclosed head of a queen, recalls Magic Realism. The 
disconnection between the figures, both animal and 
human, is intriguing. David Slater’s assemblage of 
fragmented found objects also suggests a narrative, 
although not a political/social one, which Slater is 
known for promoting. It’s hard to define the style: 
perhaps a combination of Surrealism and fantasy. 
This mixture gives the work its potency. 


Stephanie Reit, “Winging It” 


Some boxes share an impressionistic style, like 
Louise Peabody’s figures who seem to walk on a 
slippery surface. The image evokes a dream-like 
feeling as does Jennifer Cross’s solitary woman 
sitting in a room. Both works use the color blue to 
suggest a similar sense of other-worldliness. That 
same quality is present in a skyscape by April Gornik, 
a place we enter and leave at will. 

Other boxes express a sense of whimsy rather 
than a style, like Eric Fischl’s “Paint Brush for 
Nudes,” where a brush with a nude female painted 
on the handle is stuffed into the box. It’s a bit of a 
surprise, to say the least. Ditto for Jane Parkes’s 
pop-up series of paper figures, nude as well. Also 
whimsical, Margaret Kerr’s abstract feather figure 
is so captivating, we imagine we can pluck a feather 
from it. 

Then there are works that convey the beauty 
of construction and texture. Consider the small 
sculpture by Hans van de Bovenkamp with all its

twists and turns and Dennis Leri’s odd-shaped box 
with fragmented metal pieces positioned on the 
lid. Frank Wimberley’s abstract assembled wood 
piece shows an attention to organic organization of 
material, like the other sculptured work by van de 
Bovenkamp and Wimberley. 

Two. boxes are interesting for other reasons, 
particularly their use of shape and form: Roseanne 
Schwab’s abstraction symbolizing mythic figures 
and Barry McCallion’s book where complicated 
compositions permeate every page. The sheer 
formal aspects of the images are enough to keep 
our attention without our wondering about what it 
all means. @@.

angiosperms (flowering plants). 

The book is a little meta, but it makes perfect 
sense. As Chaskey writes, “My impulse to write, and 
to care for plants, is born out of the same impulse... 
to bring the thing into being...The life force within 
a seed is equal to the force within a word poised 
for articulation; it draws the poet inside. Just as 
the memory held within each seed is activated and 
responds to light and the changing temperature of 
the seasons, when I write, I can feel the first breath of 
a melodic line before it is nourished into expression. 


The germination of a seed, given substance.” 

But what happens when those seeds could cause 
damage? Genetically modified organisms (GMOs) are 
being engineered by scientists who insert unrelated 
genes into an organism to give it particular qualities. 
They don’t exactly have it “down to a science.” 
Mistakes and miscalculations happen. Until now, 
gene splicing resulting in harmful plants and animals 
was only science fiction. 

_ On top of that, our climate is changing. In the 
past, for instance during ice ages, the more suitable 
or adaptable plants survived. Animal life and our 
atmosphere depend on plants, and yet modern 
agriculture is effectively eliminating plant species 
at an alarming rate. We need all the biodiversity 
possible to try to adjust to a new climate. 

As Chaskey quotes Cary Fowler, head of the 
Global Crop Diversity Trust: “We are in the midst of 
a mass extinction event in agriculture, at precisely 
a moment in history when diversity for further 
adaptation is most needed.” Climate change and the 
corporatization of staple crop seeds are building to 
a nasty climax. 

There is an urgency to reading this book—as 
Chaskey tells us in detail, “the stakes, for those 
concerned about biodiversity and _ ecological 
integrity, are high.” This means for us, every one of 
us! Thankfully, Chaskey makes it clear that there’s 
hope. Hope in organic farming practices, hope in 
some governments, hope in seeds. 

The book’s illustrations are by Liam Chaskey. Yes, 
that’s Scott’s son, his very own seed. Chaskey is a 
sower of great things both large and small and, lucky 
for us, he has invited us to share in his bounty. As he 
writes, “Seeds are often given wings, to assist their 
journey and to ensure another generation.” 


This book is appropriately dedicated to Josh 
Levine, who lost his life while working on Quail 
Hill Farm in 2010, and to Levine’s children and to 
Chaskey’s children, “the next generation.”

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Grasses Make The Heart Grow Fonder 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


J recently brought home about 
20 Deschampsia caespitosa, 
or tufted hair grass, having 
removed them from a client’s 
garden where they were no 
longer desirable. This grass 
is my favorite! Its foliage is 
only about one foot tall—not 
a monster in the garden—and 
its “flowers” are extremely airy 
and responsive to breezes. | 
like ornamental grasses, but 
many are so bold that | don’t like them in the garden, 
preferring them in beds of their own, perhaps with a 
very few special floral friends. 

I like the Deschampsia so much that I made 
two new beds for it. It is one of the few grasses 
that I do put into gardens. A mature clump is 
large and may need to be divided to keep it sized 
appropriately, but a smaller clump accents lilies and 
roses nicely. Deschampsia also works well with other 
airy plants—I chose calamintha ‘Montrose White’ 
and pervoskia “Lacey Blue.” Calamintha “Montrose 
White” has been a favorite for years—I love it at the 
front of borders and so do bees! I also like pervoskia, 
but pervoskia atriplicfolia, so often used, collapses 
onto itself so easily that it becomes very annoying to 
me. | am trying the Lacey Blue, which looks exactly 
like atriplicfolia but gets only 12-18 inches tall.

While perusing one of our local garden 
centers, I found Eupatorium “Pink Frost.” 
I really do not like any eupatorium at all 
but this one is variegated, only gets 36 
inches tall and is somewhat wispy with 
small purple flowers. | added three to 
the beds and look forward to watching 
it grow. It works well with the three 
large caryopteris White Surprise (also 
variegated) in other parts of the garden. 
But if it turns out to be like its cousins, 
out it will go! 

In another place in the garden, I had 
two yellow crocosmia that were not 


happy. I moved them to the new bed _ Grasses give height 


where they are now so wonderful that I 

realized | needed more. I could not find them locally. 
Plenty of crocosmia Lucifer, which has flame red 
flowers, could be had. After some searching on the 
internet, I found the yellows at a site | have used 
frequently: Old House Gardens. I ordered antique 
montbretia—orange with a yellow throat—and 
George Davison, with gold flowers. Oh boy! 

Old House Gardens offers heirloom bulbs that 
make me drool and wish I had a much larger garden 
and no deer. Some of their bulbs can be found in 
other catalogues but most are no longer easily 


available. Heirloom bulbs have several desirable — 


characteristics: They are tough and vigorous, bred 
for gardens, often fragrant, rare or endangered and 
unusual. Bulbs and many other plants have been 


bred to appeal to popular trends and 
as older varieties fall out of favor they 
become lost. Companies like Old House 
Gardens keep them from extinction. 
There are daffodils that actually do 
return over the years, unusual sizes 
and colors of crocus, plus the tulips. 
Multicolored, fringed, parrot, species, 
single, lily flowered, tulips as old as Dutch 
Tulipmania in the 1600s, and brown ones 
-from the 1920s! Since tulips seem to be 
2 candy for deer, many of us cannot grow | 
g them. I do have a couple of clusiana that 
are so small and hidden that the deer 
have not found them. This tiny-flowered 
species of tulip is a charmer. 

Even heirloom tulips are often not perennial and 
Old House Gardens recommends digging the bulbs 
after their leaves have yellowed and storing them in_ 
a cool dark place before replanting in the fall. Tulips 
need to be dry and warm during the summer while 
they rest and often our gardens are too wet. 

As I make gardens for others, I have come to 
appreciate some plants that I do not like very much 
just because they do their jobs well.

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Restaurant Review: The Petulant Wino

he Petulant Wino is new to the North Fork 

restaurant scene, but the masterminds behind 
its creation are not. Chef and restaurateur Tom 
Schaudel, along with daughter Courtney and fellow 
chef Lenny Campanelli, have created an eatery that 
offers diners an eclectic array of dishes, from snacks 
and pastas to small plates and charcuterie platters, 
along with carefully chosen wines and inventive 
cocktails. 

To start we snacked on herbed goat cheese, served 
with crusty country bread and spicy pepperoncini. 
The cheese was mixed with tons of fresh rosemary 
and sage—it was herbaceous, creamy and tangy. 
Alongside our meal, we enjoyed a refreshing 
summer wine, the 2013 McCall “Marjorie’s” Rose 
Merlot. The wine was light and crisp, with subtle 
fruity notes. 

Next we had the heirloom tomato salad, served with 
my favorite—burrata. The locally grown heirlooms— 
red and yellow—were almost too gorgeous to eat, and 
the vibrant smell of the tomatoes made my mouth 
water. The burrata, a type of mozzarella cheese, was 
simply delicious. Creamy and fresh on the inside 
with a thick mozzarella shell on the outside, burrata 
is best when paired with tomatoes, and Chef Lenny 
adds a twist to classic flavors with his basil aioli and 
Saba, a type of balsamic vinegar. Simple, classic with 
a twist and delicious. 

The crispy fried kale salad caught my eye. Kale is so 
popular these days, and that’s a good thing because 
it is packed with vitamins and beta-carotene. The 
fried kale is served with roasted mushrooms, grilled 
onions and a crumbled hard-boiled egg, dressed with 
a mustard vinaigrette. Although the stalks were a bit 
tough, the leaves were perfectly crisp and paired 


well with the earthy mushrooms and tangy mustard 
vinaigrette. 

Grilled octopus salad was next, served with crispy 
potatoes, spicy-sweet-smoky chorizo, fried garbanzo 
beans and roasted piquillo peppers, with a robust 
romesco vinaigrette drizzled on the plate. The grilled 
octopus had a pleasing crunch, while the inside was 
still tender and nearly melted in my mouth. The char 
from the grill lent a pleasing smokiness to the dish 
and I especially loved the roasted piquillo peppers. 

Next came a dish I’ve been talking about since | 
ate it—buccatini pasta with guanciale, which is a 
hard salami made from pork cheeks. Guanciale is 
deliciously porky, similar to pancetta, and in this 
dish it is cubed and sautéed until it becomes crisp 
on the outside and it’s tossed in a fresh tomato sauce 
with red onion and chili flakes. I’m not ashamed to 
say we ate every bite of this dish. 

There was grilled cheese on the menu, but it was 
like no grilled cheese I’ve ever had before. Made on 
French bread, my gourmet grilled cheese consisted 
of braised short ribs and Taleggio cheese, with a 
bowl of savory au jus for dipping. The sandwich was 
pungently cheesy, and every bite was pure bliss. The 
meat was tender and juicy, the cheese was salty and 
tangy, the au jus earthy with the juice from the short 
ribs, and it was all brightened by slivers of pickled 
red onion—this was the best grilled cheese I’ve ever 
eaten! 

Our last savory course was beef and broccoli. 
Perfectly seasoned sirloin steak, cooked to medium- 
rare perfection, is served with charred broccoli on 
top of a fresh broccoli purée and drizzled with a 
warm black bean sauce. The steak was impeccably 
tender, and the lightness from the broccoli purée 
combined with the mellow essence of the black bean 
sauce was heavenly.

Not only was the food at the Petulant Wino some 
of the best, freshest food around, but each plate had 
a distinctive look all its own, with attention to colors 
and shapes, all meant to dazzle the first sense we eat 
with: our eyes. 

We had to leave some room for dessert—no meal 
is complete without it. We tried two—first, the 
peach and brown butter tart, which was incredibly 
decadent. The brown butter flavor exploded in my 
mouth. The peaches lent a subtle sweetness to the 
tart, which was served with a beautiful blueberry 
gelato. The other dessert was a brioche bread 
pudding, which had pecan and cherries inside. It was 
served floating in the most delicious créme anglaise, 
and flavored with bourbon. The plate was drizzled 
with a caramel sauce that I could have eaten all on 


its own!

Island Wine Country that is Dan’s Harvest 
East End on Saturday, August 23, winemaker Juan 
Eduardo Micieli-Martinez, Winemaker and General 
Manager at Martha Clara Vineyards, talks about the 
value of playing hooky, the challenge of pronouncing 
Gewirztraminer and loving Downton Abbey, Mad Men 
and Boardwalk Empire. 


What will you be pouring at Dan’s Harvest East 
End, and how did you decide upon it? 

We are pouring some of our newer releases 
such as our Northville and Estate Reserve 
Riesling. I always look at these larger events as 
an opportunity to showcase our new releases. It 
gives me an idea of what people will think of our 
new wines. 


What are some wine tasting tips you can offer to 
people coming to your vineyard, and in general? 

Come during the week if possible. | understand 
that most people have weekends off, but take a 
vacation day or play hooky! Yes, | am condoning 
playing hooky. For those that can only make it on the 
weekend we offer live music and horse and carriage 
rides (weather permitting). I would recommend 
selecting a few wineries to visit, don’t try to cram 
too much in a day. It is supposed to be enjoyable, 
not a race. 


What drew you to work in the Long Island Wine 
industry?

I decided my senior year 
of college to pursue the wine industry and even told 
my housemates at the time that I would become 
a winemaker, they all laughed at me. I knew there 
were vineyards on Long Island from my days of 
playing baseball in high school. We often took trips 
to the East End to play other teams. | figured after 
graduating from college that | would take what was 
supposed to be my last summer job to learn about 
wine. Well, | am still working at that last job and I 
actually became a winemaker! 


What are some of your favorite things about Long 
Island Wine Country? 

I love the diversity. We are capable of making so 
many different varietals, types and styles of wine. In 
addition to the great wine there is a bounty of great 
foods that are grown here as well. I feel like we live 
in Whole Foods here on the East End and it just gets 
better each year. 


What is the best thing you’ve ever heard anyone 
say about your wines? 

It would probably be just how much they enjoyed 
them. It is always flattering to win awards, but it is 
even better to be in the tasting room or out at an 
event and have someone that spends their hard 
earned money come and say, “I really enjoyed wine
